Mr, YIRKA said that Doctor DRAGAROVIC is a very 
proaineht Croatian who ic about 64 years old. Mr. YIRKA 
advised DRAGAKOVIC is a noted scholar, historian, humanitari- 
an and a Roman Catholic Priest, who is known by Croatlans 
throughout the world. Ke was active in Rome, Italy, during 
the period 1943 to 1955j assisting thousands of Croatian 
emmigrants fleeing Comn-unist Yugoslavia to relocate in various 
free countries . 
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since about 1953a Doctor DRAOAZfOVIC has been 
living in a monastery at Sacre Coeur which is located near 
Vienna, Austria. He has been living In seciision and doing 
research for a book which he plans to publish soon. Doctor 
DRAGAKOVIC has been collecting information for about 20 years 
concerning the Bleiburg tragedy. This tragedy concerns 
ttie slaughter of 200,000 Croatian soldiers who had been 
delivered by the B ritish to TITO at the end of World War II. 
As a result of his Research and his work with Croatian 
eiacdgrants during the period 19^3 to 1953> Doctor IWFlAGANOVIC 
has documents and information of laportant historical value 
relating to what act usLlly happened In Yugoslavia daring 
World War II and the years thereafter. 




Mr. YIRKA said there is grave concern among the 
Croatians about the whereabouts of Doctor DRAGAKOVIC. At the 
beginning of Sptember, 19^7, he was in Rome, Italy, on a 
vacation. He left Rome on September 5 or 6, 19^7, to come to 
Trieste. He was to return to Vienna, Austria, after visiting 
Trieste. Doctor DRAGAKOVIC never returned to Vienna. He 
was last seen in Trieste about mid-September, 1967 . Mr. YIRKA 
said that the Vienna radio and press had ntentioned his dis- 
appearance but had no inforroat ion concerning the circumstances 
of ?ils disappearance.
